WOMAN PROTESTS 
AGAINST ARREST 
OF DR. PAUL FAY 


Physician Not Trying to Swindle 
Her, She Says—Arrest Made 
on Anonymous Call. 


Detectives who arrested Dr. Paul 
Fayn of Valley Park on an anonymous 
telephone complaint that he was trying 
to swindle a woman were puzzled about 
the case today, when the woman de- 
clared she was not being swindled and 
said she would engage a lawyer tv 
prove the doctor's innocence, if neces- 
sary. She is Miss Martha Hess, 45 
years old, employed in the ‘ome of 
Frederick A. Wind, an attorney, 4316 
Maryland avenue. 

A man telephoned to police headquar- 
ters yesterday afternoon, saying that 
while he knew it was not against the 
law for a woman to give a man her 
own money, he believed he knew of a 
case in which a woman was doing so 
in ignorance of what was actually hap- 
pening. He said both the man and 
woman would be found in front of the 
St. Louis Union Trust Co. at 3 o'clock. 

At the hour designated the ‘police 
found Miss Hess and Dr. Fayn; who 
fs under indictment in the Federal 
Court on a charge of using the mails 
to defraud, in front of the bank. The 
doctor readily admitted he had just bor- 
rowed $200 from Miss Hess. She angrily 
asked whether a woman had a right 
to do as she pleased with rer own money 
and protested against the arrest. 

Dr. Fayn told the police he became 
acquainted with Miss Hess in 1908, when 
she was a patient at his office, then at 
$012 Olive street. He had invested $1000 
for her in a mining venture which 
failed in 1909, he said, and had borrowed 
the $200 to invest in another mining in- 
vestment at Williamsville, Mo., which, 
he declared, looks promising. 

Dr. Fayn, who is married and lives 
with his wife at Valley Park, was re- 
leased on a common law bond. The po. 
lice said the matter will be referred to 
the Circuit Attorney.

PRECEDENT WAS 
Five Other Signers Who Wished 


to Withdraw Their Names 
Denied Permission. 


William D. Herod has opened a sa- 
loon at 3867 McRee avenue, at the 
northeast corner of Thirty-ninth street. 
on a license issued by Excise Commis- 
sioner Rumsey, in the face of organ- 
ized opposition of residents of the neigh- 
borhood which, under Rumsey’s prede- 
cessors, had been successful for five 
vears in preventing the issuance of a 
license. 

The petition on which the license was 
granted contained the names of five 
persons to whom the saloon property 
was transferred. -At a public hearing 
Attorney Wayne E. Wheeling, repre- 
senting the protesters, charged the prop- 
erty was transferred solely to enable 
these five to sign the petition. 

The five names were needed to make 
the petition mandatory. Commissioner 
Rumsey not only refused to remove 
thein from the petition but also refused 
rermission to four other signers to with- 
craw. These four, with the name of 
onother who was proven and acknowl- 
edged that he was not a qualified signer, 
would have left less than the number 
of signers necessary to make the 1 8 
tion mandatory. 

Section 7201 of the Missouri Statutes. 
which is the law applicable to the 
granting of saloon licenses, provides 
that no person or persons to whom 
any real estate or other property has 
been deeded, transferred, conveyed or 
donated, for the purpose of making him 
or them eligible to sign such a petition, 
shall be counted for or against said pe- 
tition.”’ 


City hall records show that on Nov. 
10, 1918, the Drozda Real Estate Co. 
transferred the building at the north- 
east corner of McRee avenue and 
Thirty-ninth street to Jacob H. and Lice 
Maurer, Henry J. and Mathilda M. 
Schleper. George V. and Annie M. Kai- 
ser, Clifford E. and Isabelle M. Drozda 
and Erwin W. and Margaret Schuster, 
20 feet each of the 100 feet frontage of 
the two-story storé and flat building in 
which the saloon has been opened. The 
consideration named in each quitclaim 
deed is $5. The property is estimated 
to be worth about $20,000. 

Who Title Holders Are. 

Maurer is a barber at 4012 Chouteau 
avenue. Clifford Drozda is a son of 
William S. Drozda, head of the Droz- 
da firm. Schleper was in the employ 
of Drozda when the transfer was 
made but has since become connected 
with the real estate department of the 
William J. Lemp Brewing Co. Schus- 
ter, according to the City Directory, is 
a clerk at 4006 Chouteau avenue, 
which is the Chouteau Trust Building, 
in which the Drozda offices are situ- 
ated. Kalser is a salesman at 4012 
Chouteau avenue, in the same build- 
ing. The City Directory gives his 
residence address as Webster Groves, 
but he is registered from 3326 Ne- 
traska avenue and voted from that 
address at the last election, accord- 
ing to the records of the Board of 
Election Commissioners. 

When the charge was made by Wheel- 
ing that the property had been trans- 
ferred to the five persons for ‘the pur- 
pose of enabling them to sign the peti- 
tion, Commissioner Rumsey said it 
would have to be proven that such was 
the purpose. Wheeling insisted that the 
transaction and the attending circum- 
stances were ample proof. 

) Scveral Attempts Failed. 

A saloon was opened in the Drosda 
property seven or eight years, ago 
Wheeling said., After two or three years 
it became disorderly, and the man con- 
ducting it was unable to get a sufficient 
number of signatures for a renewal of 
his license. 

In the last five years, seven or eight 
attempts have been made to open a sa- 
loon on the corner. Wheeling ' repre 
sented protests three times befor“ 
Commissioner Anderson, and each time 
the license was refused. Commission- 
er Anderson each time permitted sign- 
ers of the petition to withdraw their 
names. 

A year ago William D. Herod, a 
United Railways motorman, began ef- 
forts to obtain a mandatory petition. 
After eight months’ effort, E. J. Har- 
dy. professional petition circulator, went 
to his aid, and on May 14 a petition 
which purported to be mandatory way 
filed at the Excise Commissioner's of- 
fice. 

Wheeling had requested that he be 
notified as soon as the petition was filed. 
as the time for filing a remonstrance :s 
limited. He was not notified. Three dave 
later someone told him about it. He 
scrutinized the petition and found that 
several of the signers, although personal 
taxpayers, paid very small amounts and. 
although some of them had lived in the 
block for ‘years, they had never paid per- 
sonal taxes before. 

Certification Filed tate. 

The petition was not accompanied py 
u certification from the Election Com- 
missioner’s office showing that the sign- 
ers were registered and had voted at 
the last election and were therefore en- 
titled to sign. The certification was not 
fled until 15 minutes before closing time 
on Saturday, May 2. The hearing was 
set for the following Monday.

GRAND JURY T0 
CONSIDER A TAX 


DODGING INQUIRY 


Foreman Says Members’ Atten- 
tion Will Be Called to Section 
of Court's Instructions. 


HARVEY READY TO ACT 


Circuit Attorney Says Any Evi- 
dence of Violations Will Be 
Presented to. Body. 


Benjamin F. Ittner of 3542 Flora Court, 
foreman.of the grand jury, which re- 
ceived its instructions Monday from Cir- 
cult Judge Fisher, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that he would call the at- 
tention of members of the grand jury 
to a paragraph of the instructions direct- 
ing the grand jury to investigate the 
making of false tax returns. 

Ittner snid he thought Judge Divel- 
biss of Richmond, Mo., was correct in 
his statement made before the City 
Club Monday, that a great amount of 
property in St. Louis escaped taxation, 
and said that he believed violations 
of the tax laws should be punished. 

J do not know what the members of 
the grand jury may decide to do in re- 
gard to an investigation of tax-dodging,”’ 
Ittner said, but I shall call their atten- 
tion to the Judge’s instructions on that 
subject. 

“It would be a big job to start out on 
a general investigation and I do not 
know whether the grand jurors would 
consider that advisable. There is no 
cuestion but that an investigation woula 
be conducted in any specific violation of 
the tax laws which might be brought to 
my attention or the atténtion of other 
members of the grand jury. 

Will Fulfill Duty. 

“It is our duty under the law to m- 
vestigate evidence in cases of law viola- 
tions brought to our attention, and we 
will do our duty. 

“Our work for the month of June is 
pretty well outlined and it*is doubtful 
if it will be possibile to take up tax- 
dodging during that time. 

“It is customary for the grand jury to 
adjourn during July and August, but 
whether this grand jury adjourns wil! 
depend on the amount of work before 
us.“ 

Judge Fisher's instructions to the 
grand jury were very general and werc 
not in detail on any subject. He called 
the jurors’ attention to many sections of 
the statute on which he is required by 
law to issue instructions. Included in 
these are sections 11,350 and 11,351, re- 
lating to taxation and the revenue. 

Section 11,350 requires the Assessor or 
one of his deputies to administer an 
cath to every person making an assess- 
ment return, and providing a fine for 
failure to administer an oath. 

Section 11,351 sets out the oath which 
every person owning property, real es- 
tate or personal, is required to take be- 
for the Assessor in making his return. 
It also provides a fine for any person 
who refuses to take the oath. 

This section also says that the 
grand fury shall have authority to 
examine sasesement lists as to their 


correctness, and requires the Circuit | 


Court at each term to call the atten- 
tion of the grand fury to the section. 
Judge Fisher told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he had complied with the 
law in calling the attention of the 
grand jury specifically to sections 11,360 
and 11,351, and that he believed his in- 
structions sufficient in the absence of 
any direct information on his part of 
specific violations of the law. 
Hersey Not Against Inquiry, 

Circuit Attorney Harvey today said he 
wished to correct an impression which 
he thought an interview with him in 
Tuesday's Post-Dispatch might convey 
that he wished to avoid an investiga: 
tion of tax-dodging because of the dif- 
ficulties which would be encountered or 
hecause such an investigation might in- 
volve wealthy or influential persons. 

“There are. many difficulties in an 
investigation of such a character.“ the 
Circuit Attorney said, but no difficul- 
ties, no matter how great, would prevent 
an tnvestigation if there is specific evi- 
dence of law violation in tax matter or 
any other matters. . 

“I am of the opinion that many per- 
sons transfer personal property out of 
the State on assessment day. This of 
course is a very reprehensible practice, 
and one which no honest citizen would 
uphold. If it could. be shown in a 
prosecution that any person sent his 
property out of the State to escape 
taxation, that would be a circumstance 
which a jury would take into consider- 
ation as an evidence of guilt, 

“T am not only willing but ready to 
place before the grand jury any evidence 
of violation of the tax laws. Under the 
law ‘t is the duty of the Board of As- 
sessors and the Assessor to investigate 
accuracy of assessment lists, and I feel 
sure that if they had evidence of sub- 
stantial evasions in the assessment re- 
turns, they would report such evastons 


to me. 
“All that we have at present is a sus- 


picion that some persons may have com- 
mitted perjury in making their returns, 
It there is any evidence of specific 
cases, I will be glad to take them up.“ 

Ittner, foreman of the present grand 
jury, was a member of the famous 
“boodle” grand jury, which in the 
summer and fall of 1902, returned the 
first indictments in the Folk béodle 
crusade. It indicted 19 members of 
the House of Delegates for accepting 
bribes.

YOUNG AVIATOR TELLS HOW 
HE DESTROYED A ZEPPELIN 


Canadian T hought His End Had Come When 
Airship Exploded and Upset His Aero- 


plane Fortune of War,“ 


He Says. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 

LONDON, June 10.— It just happened 
to come my way in the fortune of war, 
said Sub-Lieutenant R. A. J. Warne- 
ford, V. C. of the Royal Naval Flying 
Corps, to the first correspondent to 
meet the Canadian after his exploit in 
destroying a Zeppelin, a representative 
of Le Telegramme of Paris, according 
to the Daily News cofrespondent in 
Northern France. 

Lieut. Warneford explained to the 


correspondent that he, with Lieuts. J. 


P. Wilson, J. S. Mills and E. T. Votec 
of the French flying corps had set out 
that night on a reconnaissance. They 
started in the dark with only their 
compass to guide them and at about 2:30 
in the morning found themselves north 
of Brussels. Descending a little, they 
saw the big Zeppelin hangar at Evers. 

“My conipanlons,“ said Warneford, 
“Wilson and Mills, then rose a little 
higher until they were exactly over 
the hangar. Then, one after another, 
they let fly with their bombs. Several 
found their mark, and I saw a long 
flame shoot. out from the hangar. 
Whether there- was a Zeppelin inside I 
couldn't say. 

“Having thrown thelr bombs, my com- 
panions continued their flight, turning 
high in the air and making for their 
own camp. I reserved myself and my 
ammunition for further adventures. 

“It was just 3 in the morning when I 
perceived on the horizon, about mid- 
way between Ghent and Brussels, a 
Zeppelin, flying fast, at a height of 
about 6000 feet. 

“I immediately flew toward it and, 
when I was almost over the monster, I 
descended about 15 yards and flung six 
The sixth struck the en- 
velop of the ship in the piddle. Thera 
was instantly a terrible explosion. The 
displacement of the air around me Wa» 
80 great that a tornado seemed to have 
been produced. 

“My machine was tossed upward and 
then flung upside down. I was. forced 
to loop the loop. I thought for a mo- 
ment that the end of everything had 
come. In the whirl; however, I had the 
pleasure of seeing the Zeppelin fallinng 
to earth in a cloud of flame and smoke. ' 

“Then, by some miracle, my machito 
righted herself and I came to earth in 
the enemy's country. I was not long 
on the ground, you may be sure, I 
speedily put myself and my machine

SCANDINAVIAN NATIONS LOSE 
65 MERCHANT VESSELS IN WAR 


Norway Suffers Most, 15 of It’s Ves- 
sels Having Been Torpedoed and 
12 Blown Up by Mines. 

LONDON, June 10.—Figures com- 
piled. at Copenhagen, as forwarded to 
the Exchange Telegraph Co., show 
that. the Scandinavian nations have 
suffered large losses in shipping as a 
result of the war. 

Thus far, 15 Norwegian vessels have 
been torpedoed and 12 blown up by 
mines. Sweden has lost six veusels 
by torpedoes, and 18 by mines; Den- 
mark, four by emir and 10 by 
mines.

It makes it very p’ain, 
however, that the United States ex- 
pects that Germany shall cease attacks 
on American ships and citizens. 


It is understood here that the German 
Government will not make answer to 
the American note until after Meyer, 
Gerhard, the special envoy chosen by 
Count von Bernstorff, the German Am- 
tassador, to outline the, Awerlcan point 
ot view to the Government at Berlin, 
arrives and exp'ains the situation. This, 
i¢ is estimated, will take at least a 
week or 10 days. 

The latest note, though couched in 
friendly tones, reiterates firmly the de- 
mand for reparation for the loss of 
American lives in the sinking of the Lu- 
sitania and sets forth clearly the earnest 
desire of the American Government that 
Germany signify her early adherence to 
the principles of international law—that 
neutrals be permitted to travel on un- 
armed ships without being subject to 
the dangers of submarine warfare. 


Asked to Warn Great Britain. 

Representative Webb of North Caro- 
lina has urged President Wilson to 
send promptly a note to Great Britain 
covering the general subject of neutral! 
rights as, affected by the blockade of 
the allies. Mr. Webb and other South- 
ern members of Congress in whose be- 
halt he spoke feel that the cotton inter - 
ests have suffered unjustiflably as a re- 
sult of the embargo. 

No comment was made at the Whits 
House concerning what the President 
told Mr. Webb, but the latter advised 
friends later that President Wilson had 
promised: early action. The President,

This little dialogue means that it 18 
quitting time in the office of Robert 
Lansing who was counselor of the 
State Department yesterday morning 
and who is Acting Sécretary of State 
today. N 

During the last few months—since the 
European situation became acute—this 
dialogue has punctuated the arguments 
and discussions of at least a score and 
probably a hundred lawyers or office- 
clals who were laying their cades before 
Lansing at 6 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Lansing, who is the first Secretary of 
State who has “risen from the ranks” 
since President McKinley promoted As- 
sistant Secretary John Hay when Ser- 
retary Sherman resigned his post in 
Spanish War days, rarely leaves his of- 
lice until 6 o’clock. Frequently he may 
be found at his desk until 6:30 and in 
times of peculiar stress he stavs until 7 
clock. 

Because the new Secretary of State 
has a habit of working late, Mrs. Lan- 
sing frequently finds it necessary to cal! 
for him in her electric in order that ha 
may get home in time to dress for din- 
ner or to keep an evening engagement. 

On March 5, 1914, John Bassett Moore 
resigned hig post as Counselor of the 
State Department. A wail went up from 
California to Maine. Prof. Moore was 
known as an international expert of the 
first class. He had few peers and he 
has a list of books to his credit that fil! 
several shelves in a good-sized bookcase. 

Lansivg Appointed Counselor. 

“The President will never find a man 
to fill his boots, was the general com- 
ment that went up all over the coitntrv. 
Within a few days Mr. Wilson an- 
nounced the appointment of Robert Lan- 
sing of Watertown, N. Y., as counselor 
of the department to succeed Prof. 
Moore. 

The oid-timers in Washington remem- 
ber Lansing as a quiet, thoughtfui 
young man who had held various posts 
under commissions appointed by the 
Government to investigate international 
questions and disputes. 

A few days after Moore left Wash- 
ington, nsing moved into his office 
without noise or bluster. He made no 
changes in the excellent personnel which 
Moore had connected with his office and 
he suggested no innovations. He just 
went to work quietly. 

Within a few days the counselor mei 
everyone connected with the department 
ond they all seemed to be impressed by 
his quiet, self-reliant, courteous manner | 
ond the methods he employed. 

The new counselor already was well 
known in Washington because he hu! 
lived here at intervals for 2 years and 
married Miss Foster, daughter of John 
W. Foster, who was Secretary of State 
in Harrison’s administration. 

Mr. and Mra. Lansing immediately 
moved into the home of the former Sec- 
retary on WBighteenth street just off 
Connecticut avenue, and were soon rec 
ognized as a distinct acquisition in 
Washington's most representative set. 

Locks Like Successful Lawyer. 

Counselor Lansing has the appearance 
of a successful lawyer who has just 
turned the half century mark. The man 
who meets him casually might take him 
to be a serious minded person without 
a sense of humor. At first meeting he 
is diffident—almost shy. On second ac- 
quaintance he exhibits a sense of humor 
and warmth that are calculated to com 
pletely remove the first impressions. 

He is about 5 feet 10, and weighs about 
1% pounds. He does not suggest the 
athlete. He has iron-gray hair, a pair 
of. brown eyes, and an iron-gray mus 
tache that hides irregular teeth when he 
smiles. His manner of talking and 
walking indicate firmness and thorough. 
ness, rather than brilliancy.

Lansing usually arrives at his office 
—in the electric—a few minutes after 9 
in the morning. He lunches at the Met 
ropolitan Club at 1:30. During the cold 
months he invariably wears a walking 
coat of gray with striped trousers and a 
soft hat. This morning, with the ap 
proach of warm weather he appeared in 
a linen suit without a waistcoat. 

Distinctly a Family Man. 

Lansing is distinctly a family man, 
He rarely appears at his clubs ex- 
cept for lunch. He likes a good base- 
ball game and an occasional kame 
of golf. He does not gamble. He 
does not drink—that is. beyond an 


sort. 

He likes to see good shows and 
he appears to get much pleasure 
from accompanying his wife to 
church twice every Sunday—-once in 
the morning and once in the evening. 

Lansing has travelled extensively 
in Europe—sometimes on official 
business and sometimes on pleasure. 

The new Secretary of State has 
two hobbies which he follows instinc- 
tively and probably unconsciously. 
He smokes a pipe in his office, in his 
machine and in his home. When he 
cannot smoke a pipe conveniently he 
uses cigarettes. His second hobby is 
drawing. It is probably an uncon- 
scious one. Frequently while dis- 
cussing subjects of great importance 
or while listening to questions Lan- 
sing will unconsciously pick up a 
pencil and begin to make figures on 
the paper pads which cover his desk. 
The more he discusses the more he 
draws. Sometimes he makes simple 
little boxes and at other times he 
goes into the miniature business and 
draws heads of beautiful ladies and 
grand personages. When he discov- 
ers that his pencil work is discovered 
he invariably destroys the handiwork 
and throws it into the waste basket. 

Faithful to Bryan. 

The new Secretary of State has 
one intimate in the State Depart- 
ment. He is Chandler B. Anderson 
who was counselor in the Roosevelt 
administration. Frequently they 
lunch together. 

The one predominating character- 
istic that has been noted by persons 
who have watched Lansing has been 
his absolute faithfulness to Secretary 
Bryan. Realizing probably that the 
country was giving him the credit 
for running the State Department, 
under the President's direction, Lan- 
sing has consistently avoided the 
limelight and has attempted to divert 
credit for the management of. the

GERMAN RETREAT 


IN BALTIC RUSSIA 


Czar’s Forces in Galicia Said to 
Have Gained a Brief Breath- | 
ing Spell. 


TURKISH SHIPS. SUNK 


Gunboat and Transport Sent 
Down by Gunfire — French 
Claim Advances in West. 


BERLIN, June 10.—The official an- 
nouncement from army headquarters 
today states that the German forces 
which invaded the Baltic provinces of 
Russia have retreated. 

The statement says that the German 
wing southeast of Shavii has withdrawn 
to the south, towards the Beisagola- 
Zoginie line. 


LONDON, June 10.—Capture of the 
Austrian town of Monfalcone is an- 
nounced in an official communication 
from Rome. Gen. Cadorna, Italian 
chief of staff, reports that the town 
Was occupied after stubborn fighting 
along the Isonzo River. 

Monfalcone lies three miles east of the 
river and about an equal distance north 
of the Gulf of Trieste It is 16 miles 
northwest of the city of Trieste, against 
which the Italian invasion presumably 
is directed. Possession of Monfalcone 
would be of strategic importance to the 
Italians, partioularly as that point ‘s 
connected by railroads with Trieste. 

The latest mention of the town in 
official Austrian dispatches was in last 
night’s report, which said an Italian at- 
tack in that vicinity had failed. 

At various points along the Isonz9 
sharp fighting has occurred and several 
successes for the Italians are an- 
nounced, but it is conceded that the 
Austrians still hold dominating post- 
tions on the right, or west, back of the 
Italian forces still are moving 
northward over the Trent frontier, but 
thus far the engagements apparently 
have. been little more than skirmishes. 

Ruasians Gain Breathing Space. 

Official announcements of the last 12 
hours lead British observers of the sit- 
uation on the Continent to the belief 
that the wearied Russians have been 
successful in gaining a breathing space 
along the eastern front. 

Evidence of the stubborn opposition 
which the Austro-Germans are said tc 
be meeting near the center of the line 
in Galicia is declared here to exist in 
the statement from Petrograd that 2000 
Austro-German prisoners have been 
taken in a series of counter-attacks 
near Przemysl. 

According to Russian reports the 
Austro-German offensive in South- 
east Galicia has not been able to 
cross the River Dniester at any point 
other than Zurawana, which is 40 
miles from Lemberg and which they 
reached läst Sunday. 

Berlin contradicts this with the 
statement that the right wing of the 
army under Gen. Linsingen has ad- 
vanced 10 miles farther and occupied 
Stanislau, an important railroad cen- 
ter. 

In the west the French make their 
usual report of slow progress accom- 
panied by the repulse of German 
counter-attacks. The French claim 
and Berlin admits that the French 
now are in occupation of the entire 
village of Neuville St. Vaas, while 
only a fraction of the “labyrinth” is 
left in German hands. From other 
portions of the French front come 
reports of minor advances. 

Turkish Ships Sunk. 

On the sea a Turkish gunboat, the 
Marmaris, 492 tons, a Turkish trans- 
port, and a French transport have 
been sent to the bottom by gunfire, 
a German submarine has been sunk, 
her crew being rescued, and several 
small British vessels have been tor- 
pedoed. 

The Turkish gunboat and transport 
were accounted for by the British 
forces operating in the Persian Gulf. 
The French transport was sunk by 
the Turks in the water off Gallipoli 
Peninsula. 
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Italians Find Austrian Fort Deserted 
and Damaged. 

VERONA, Italy, June 10.—The 
Italian troops which are invading 
Austria through the Arsa Valley to- 
wards Rovereto, to the south of 
Trent, discovered that the Austrians 
had abandoned Fort Possacchio, two 
miles north of Matassone. Fort Pos- 
sacchio was rated as one of the 
strongest Austrian fortifications in 
that region. It was equipped with 
heavy guns said to have been brought 
from Galicia. 

The Austrians destroyed the forti- 
fiations before their evacuation. 


Urew of Sunken Trawler 52 Hours at 
Sea in a Small Boat. 
HARTLEPOOL, England, June 10.— 
The crew of the trawler Velocity which 
has been sunk at sea by a German sub- 
marine, were landed here this morning 
after being 52 hours at sea in a small 

boat without food or water. 

The men were in a terrible state of 
exhaustion when picked up by the ves- 
ee) which brought them to port. The 
submarine fired five shells at the Ve- 
locity to send her to the bottom.

Independent Dealers Charge Stand- 
ard Oi] Co. Is Attempting to

A cut of 1 cent a gallon in the 
price of gasoline known to the trade as 
grade No. 3 was announced today by 
the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, 
making the price 89 cents a Fal- 
lon. Since February the price has 
been 9.9 cents, Independent dealers 
announced that they would meet the 
reduction, a reduction to 8.8 cents went 

into effect in Kansas City. 

The independent dealers charge 
that the reduction is a part of a 
systematic campaign by the Standard 
to drive out competition, and that 
since the Standard returned to Mis- 
souri in November, 1913. after having 
been ousted by the Supreme Court, 
it has reduced the price from 17% 
cents to 8.9 cents. At the local of- 
fices of the Standard company, it 
was stated that the price in Novem- 
ber, 1913, was 14% cents. 

H. C. Grenner, president of the Au- 
tomobile Gasoline Co., said that while 
the Standard was reducing prices in 
a cut and slash manner in St. Louis, 
where it had strong competition, it 
was raising prices in other states. 
He said gasoline sells in New York 
for 18 cents a gallon and in New 
Jersey for 20 cents a gallon. He said 
there is a loss on every gallon of 
gasoline sold at 8.9 cents.

MAN WRITES GIRL HE’S GOING 


WASHINGTON, June 10,—There 
was considerable speculation here 
today as to who would succeed 
Bryan. While the President is not ex- 
pected to make a choice for some weeks, 
it is believed that Robert Lansing, 
Counselor of the State Department, who 
has been commissioned as Secretary of 
State ad interim, eventually would re- 
ceive the permanent appointment. Lan- 
sing began today his first full day as 
Secretary. 

Likewise Bryan began today his first 
full day as a private citizen. He spent 
the day quietly devoting much time to 
reading and answering telegrams of con- 
gratulation from friends all over the 
country. Bryan has not determined defi- 
nitely his plans for the future. 

Remarking that he expected to remain 
in Washington for a time at least, Bry- 
an said while here he would keep in 
touch with the administration and prob- 
ably occasionally be about the State De- 
partment unofficially. 


Amplifies His Argument. 


To friends he amplified his argument 
in his statement regarding the interna- 
tional relations now stirring the Amer- 
ican people. In these talks he gave 
some intimation of the stress of his 
efforts in the Cabinet to change the 
course taken by the administration 
toward Germany and made it clear that 
it was his purpose to sound the senti- 
ment of the country to determine the 
people's views on the difference of 
opinion. 

Bryan told several persons that he 
had felt from the day the American eitt- 
zen, Thresher, was killed on the British 
ship Falaba that Americans had no busi- 
ness traversing the war zone on bellig- 
erent ships. It was his view that Thresh- 
er did not have the same rights before 
the law as he would have had under or- 
dinary circumstances, because he ven- 
tured on a belligerent ship into a dan- 
ger zone. The element of contributory 
negligence, the former Secretary con- 
tended, had to be considered in connec- 
tion with all these matters. : 

Would Warn Americans. 

In urging the President and the Cabi- 
net to submit existing differences. with 
Germany to an investigating commis- 
sion, he proposed that while the com- 
mission was sitting steps be taken to 
prohibit American ships from carrying 
ammunition and to prevent American 
citizens from sailing on vessels of the 
nations at war. 

No man, Bryan urged, would go into 
court to prevent the Government of the 
United States restraining him from un- 
dertaking a journey at the risk of his 
own life.

But Index of Prices on June 1 ohe 
© Per Cent Increase Over Average 
of Past 7 Years. 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—The level 
of prices paid American producers 
for the principal crops decreased 
about 1.8 per cent during May, the 
Department of Agriculture announced 
today. 

Heretofore the level had increased 
about 3.3 per cent during May. On 
June 1 the index figures of prices 
was about 6.1 per cent higher than a 
year ago, and 6.0 per cent 
than the average of the last seven 
years on June 1. 

The prices of meat animals—hogs, 
cattle, sheep and chickens— to pro- 
ducers increased 3.2 per cent from 
April 15 to May 15; in the past five 
years prices decreased in like period 
2.6 per cent. On May 15 the tndex 
figure of prices for these meat anise 
mals was about 6.8 per cent lower 
than a year ago, 3.9 per cent lowee 
than two years ago, but 1 per cent 
higher than the average of the past 
five years on May 15.

All agree that the order and discipline of the Russians in Przemysl 
left nothing to be desired, that the soldiers had the greatest respect for their 
officers, that aleoholic drinks were forbidden the men under a heavy penalty, 
and that food was plentiful and reasonable. 


The dreaded “Ochrana” (secret police) 
Mere much feared during the Russian 
occupation. Everybody I talked with 
had that unmistakable fear of being 
Overheard, first looking to the right, 
then to the left and then behind to see 
Ii anyone was lurking near. There are 
said to be many spies here now, and the 
people are not entirely rid of the fear 
of the possibility of the Russians re- 
turning again. 
The Czar visited Przemysl several! 
Weeks ago and passed through the 
streets, being seen by a large portion 
of the population. Of curse the Czar 
was greeted everywhere with cheers. 
Aside from the two big fron bridges

The mobility, too, of these guns, de- 
spite their enormous size, is amazing. 
This afternoon I saw two batteries of 
„thirties,“ drawn by huge motors with 
an endless chain system laying a broai 
track running from the rear to the front 
wheels, pass through rough streets and 
go up hills with greater ease than six 
horses drawing an ordinary field piece 
up steep hills: 

7000 Prisoners, 30 Guns. 


While I am not able to state it as a 
fact, I am inclined to the belief that 
the number of prisoners and guns and 
the quantity of material taken may not 
be very large. From all I can learn 
from officers here, the prisoners are not 
likely to exceed 7000, while the guns of 
all sizes, not including machine guns, 
appear to be around 30. I saw but one 
of heavy type, and that was only of 18 
centimeters (7.2 inches) 

After visiting the forts it\is less a 
wonder to me that the Germans took 
Przemysl in a four days’ siege than 
that the Russians made even an attempt 
to hold it wm the face of heavy artillery 
which ot-anged them and knocked 
them to pieces while they could do 
nothing. The forts showed an evident 
lack of artillery. If there were any 
good guns they had been taken away by 
the retiring troops when it was evident 
that Przemysl would fall. 

In Fort 10, where the turret and case- 
mates were demolished by a 42 shell, 
I found in the turret a small bore, ab- 
solute copper mortar, left by the Aus- 
trians. It was also apparent there had 
been a lack of barbed wire. In places 
the entanglements were thin: only four 
deep, some of these having but a single 
barbed wire, being patched out with 
smooth baling wire. 


Kept Way of Retreat Open. 

That the booty will not be greater is 
due to the fact that the Russians kept 
the railroad and gap open toward Lem- 
berg, and retired in good order, taking 
their baggage, despite the fact that the 
gap was under heavy artillery fire. 

The Russians fought with desperate 
bravery to keep the gap open till the 
last moment, when Gen. Kneusel broke 
the girdle of forts on the north. Their 
ability to do this against the pressure 
from Gen. Emmich's corps on the north 
and the Austrian and Hungarian army 
on the south side of the gap evokes 
even the admiration of the Germans. 
Baron von Hoetzendorf, chief of the 
Austrian staff, did not answer when 1 
asked him what hindered closing the 
gap. Since studying the situation here 
and talking to officers, I have conclud- 
ed that it probably could have been 
closed, but that owing to the nature of 
the ground the cost would have been 
such that Hoetzendorf and Mackensen, 
knowing what was in Przemys!, consid- 
ered that it wouldn't justify the losses 
necessary to close the gap. 

One of the Greatest of Campaigns. 

With the exception of the march 
through Belgium and the winter Mazu- 
rian Lake battles, in which I was in 
February, no campaign in this war has 
been so strenuous as ihe battles and 
marches beginning with the break 
through the Russian front at Tarnow, 
and culminating in the fall of Przemysl. 
The Russians were rolled up on a front 
of 125 miles in 3) days, Gen. Mackensen 
relentlessly pressing forward without 
giving the foe a chance to make much 
of a stand. 

As I was leaving Przemys!l this evening 
the work of unraveling the military 
skein of troops around the city was 
under full way. I met or passed col- 
umn after column of Germans, Austrians 


Jand Hungarians, panting, tolling up the 


hills in the dlistering sun, the sweat 
pouring off them, but there was a 
swing to their movement, a spirit among 
them that even to the casual eye 
marked them as victorious troops. Un- 
der the trees by the roadside often 
whole battalions were lying sprawied 
out in jhe shade, all in and resting.

Astounding as has been the work of 
Mackensen, Emmich, Kneusel, Straus- 
senberg, Linsingen and Archduke Fer- 
dinand in rolling the Russians out of 
Carpathia and Galicia ig not without its 
logical reason, and is nec a reflection on 
the bravery and fighting ability of the 
Russian soldier. It is undeniable that 
the strategy of Von Hindenberg, Le- 
dendorff, Hoetzendorf and Falenhayen 
has proven far superior to the strateg: 
of the Russian Genérals, as also has tha 
organization. of the German military ma- 
chine to that of the Czar’s, and ther. 
is no comparison between the intelli- 
gence and initiative of the Germans 
and the Russians. 

But I am convinced that the big fac 
tor in this Galician campaign has been 
the size and number of artillery being 
used by the Germans and Austrians. 
Not strategy alone nor bravery can off- 
tet that. The Galician campaign, as i 
have seen it, might be compared to two 
fighters in the prize-ring, one with six 
inches longer reach and a punch back of 
it. 

The man stands off his opponent with 
terrific long-range drives until he. is 
groggy, then he closes in and knocks 
tim out of the ring. That is what 
Mackensen, Emmich. Straussenberg ard 
the Archduke did all the way from Tar.- 
now and the Dukla Pass to Przemysl. 
On the western front I found that dif- 
ferent. There the French and English 
have considerable artillery of equal 
range wherewith to answer. But at 
Tarnow and Gorlitz the Germans and 
Austrians, standing out of range, first 
biew the Russian front away on the 
dominating heights; then closed in and 
broke through. 

The same thing happened to the 
Przemysl forts. No amount of bravery 
could stand against such fire, directed 
with incredible accuracy by aviators, 
while the Russians had surprisingly few 
airmen for that purpose or for scouting, 
in consequence never knew what the 
German and Austrian movements were. 
T have seen but one Russian flier sv 
far, that was yesterday, north of 
Przemys!l, and he was immediately: 
greeted with such a hail of shrapnel 
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from the aerial guns that he had to 
fiee immediately. Not only in big guns, 
but in massed field artillery, the Ger- 
mans have rhe acvantage. 

In view of what I nave seen in Ga- 
licia, one need not look for Russian vic- 
tries except perhaps where they are ii 
greatly superior numerical strength, wi 
perhaps occasional temporary checks co 
the Germans and Austrians, so long as 
Russia is at such a great artillery dis- 
advantage. 

As I left Przemysl the burying squads 
were still searching a portion of the 
battlefield over which large flocks of 
crows were hovering. 

Eight hundred badly. wounded -Rus- 
sians were brought into Jaroslau yes- 
terday. They were in a fearful condi- 
tion. Today I saw 12 wagons jolting 
along to the railroad station, filled wilh 
pathetic-looking, mute and apathetic 
maimed Russians, but I heard not a 
groan or a moan. 

One of the interesting spots at head- 
quarters is the war booty ‘scrap 
yard.“ There I saw captured Russian 
rifles stacked like cordwood. Twenty 
thousand of them were delivered: yes- 
terday. Wagons were bringing in the 
pickings of the battlefield. Every scrap 
of metal and leather was ‘carefully 
picked up. The picking up, unloading 
and some of the sorting was done by 
prisoners, who get 10 cents a day for 
it. There were two huge stacks of 
wicker baskets which had contained 
shells, a goodly-sized pile of Germaa 
helmets, not a few with bullet holes 
and blood-soaked. 

There was an enormous pile of leath- 
er belts, cartridge cases and boots. It 
is often a case of dying with your boots 
on in the war, but it does not always 
follow that vou are buried with your 
boots on. In one corner of the scrap 
vard'“ was a pyramid of empty steel 
shrapnel cases, and near by hundreds 
of brass shells out of which they were 
shot, ranging from the small mountain 
batteries to the big 21s, which look 
like umbrella holders. 


All of which is a part of the system 
of the German army.

yette avenue, had testified that his 
name, signed to a tax return blank 
dated Dec. 22 last, was a forgery, and 
that on that date he had not moved 
into the Lafayette avenue premises, 
and had not planned to do so.

Name Forged on Tax Blank. 

Kaufman’s statement, that his name 
was forged to the tax return blank, was 
first made in an interview in last Fri- 
Gay's Post-Dispatch. The only apparent 
purpose for this forgery was to render 
Kaufman eligible to sign E. J. Miller's 
petition for a saloon license at 1633 
South Jefferson avenue. Hardy got up 
Miller’s petition. 

As has been told in thé Post-Dis- 
patch, the Kaufman forgery was. one 
of two forgeries which were discov. 
ered in connection with the Miller peti- 
tion. The names of Arthur Geserich and 
his wife were on the petition, and were 
permitted, by Excise Commisstoner 
Rumsey, to remain there, after Gese- 
rich had stated that they were forged, 
but that, nevertheless, he was not 
opposed to the issuance of the license. 

The Schramm inquiry committee ad- 
journed nearly two weeks o, after 
bearing testimony to the effect that the 
Assessor made his appointees sign 
blank resignations before taking office, 
and that he asked William J. Mockler. 
one of those selected for appointment 
as deputy, to report to him any real 
estate business that he might find in 
his official. work. Schramm is in the 
real estate business. Mockler declined 
the appointment, because of the ad- 
vance resignation requirement. 


Since the iast hearing, the matter of 
falsified tax returns, for the purpose of 
qualifying saloon license petitioners, has 
come up, and has somewhat overshad- 
owed Mockler’s charges. Assessor 
Schramm and his son and chief deputy, 
William Schramm, have expressed will- 
ingness to aid in the inquiry into the 
tax return irregularities, and have said 
that any employe of the office who is 
found to have connived at the fraud 
will be discharged. 


Moved in House in January. 


Kaufman's testimony repeated his 
statements in the Post-Dispatch that 
he never signed a tax return, and that 
his name, signed to the blank shown 
him, was forgery. He showed a re- 
ceipt dated Jan. 7 last, for his first 
month’s advance rent of the Lafayette 
avenue premises, and said that on Dec. 
22 he had not even thought of mov- 
ing there. The return blank is ad- 
dressed to him at the Lafayette avenue 
place. 

O. H. Goeke, Deputy Assessor, who 
witnessed the return, said that in the 
latter part of December he had to wit- 
ness 200 or 300 returns a day, and could 
not say whether Kaufman was-the man 
who had made the Kaufman return. But 
he insisted that-the date must be correct 

Goeke said he had ‘seen Hardy in the 
Assessor's office, but did not know that 
he was in the saloon petition business 

Hardy was then called and said he 
was in the business of circulating peti: 
tions for dramshop licenses. Associate 
City Counselor Daues asked him if he 
was employed by the breweries, and he 
said, “No, by the applicants.” He 
said he was paid by the job. 


Daues then said: “When a brewery 
decides that it wants to open a sa- 
loon, it selects an assessed, taxpaying 
citizén, and you circulate a petition 
in his name, but as a matter of fact 
the brewery is the moving spirit, Is 
that true?”

SPENCER, Ind., June 10. —interest 
in the effort to determine the iden- 
tity of the persons who, by sending 
poisoned quinine in small sample bot- 
tles through the mall, endangered 
the lives of 22 men and women in 
Owen County and, it is suspected, 
caused nine deaths, was sirikingly 
shown upon the arrival of the first. 
mail from Indianapolis this morning. 

Acting Coroner McClure had an- 
nounced that he expected, to receive 
from Dr. Noble, a chemist of Indian- 
apolis, a report as to whether or not 
there was poison in the stomach of 
former Coroner F. E. Drescher, who 
died suddenly June 2, the day after 
he is said to have learned Federal 
authorities had begun an investiga- 
tion into the poison mystery. A 
crowd of men accompanied McClure 
to the Post Office. Many farmers 
had left their work to come to town 
and hear the report: 

There was no report and Acting 
Coroner McClure learned by tele- 
phone that it would not arrive until 
tonight or tomorrow morning. 

Girl Dies Atfer Taking Quinine, 

Feeling was further aroused by the 
announcement of Deputy Prosecutor 
Duncan that evidence bad been cbtained 
indicating that the death of Alice Mc- 
Henry, i2 years old, on the farm of her 
father, George, five miles east of Spen- 
cer, was directly due to poisoned qul- 
rine. 

The evidence was given last evening 
by Mrs. Emma Grounds, who was at 
the McHenry house when the girl died 
last October. According to © Mrs 
Grounds, Alice had a slight cold and 
asked if it would be all right to take 
scme quinine, and if it would be right 
to take it so soon before supper, which 
was then being prepared. McHenry told 
his daughter he didn't think it would 
make much difference when she took 
i: and she. went to a closet and took a 
cose from a sample bottle that had re- 
cently been received. . Mrs. Grounds 
said the girl died in convulsions within 
half an hour. 

Drescher conducted the funeral. As 
Coroner he gave a verdict of death by 
cerebral hemorrhage. 

The Prosecutor said the evidence 
feems to trace two of the nine deaths 


being investigated directly to the pol 


soned quinine. The bottle from which 
the McHenry girl took a dose remained 
untouched in the house, according to 
her father, until he read. of the poison 
reports following the death of Drescher, 
reports followed the death of Drescher. 
tor and the State Board chemist re- 
porte chat it contained a large portion 
of stzchnine. It bore the same type 
written label, Free sample,“ that dis- 
tinguishes the other bottles of poisoned 
quinine. 
Farm Animal Poisoned. 

Another incident was reported to the 
Frosecutor today which has arouse4 
much comment. Henry Baldon, whose 
wife died suddenly in November, 1914, 
and in whose case an inquest was con- 
ducted by Drescher, who also conduct- 
ed the funeral, told the Prosecutor that 
during his absence from his farm yes- 
terday afternoon, a farm aniinal valued 
at $800 was poisoned and died. 


Baldon was one who found, after 


Drescher's death, that he. had received. 


a bottle of the poisoned quinine, and ho 
has been active in the investtgation. Dr. 
Willoughby, a veterinary surgeon. 
went to the farm to make an examina- 
tion. 

The Prosecutor has written to a pri- 
vate detective agency to send a detec- 
tive here and has also notified the Fed. 
eral authorities of his plan and asked if 
the action of the local authorities would 
interfere in any way with the work 
upon the case being done by the Post- 
office inspectors. .

His illustration of the technique of mob sup- 
pression is unfortunate for his contention. As the 
civil authorities in warning rioters to disperse 


and refrain from violence also warn peaceful citi- 


zens to remain off the streets for their own pro- 


jtection, so, he says, the United States, in warning 


Germany to desist should also warn Americans to 
refrain from traveling on the merchant ships of 
belligerents or on ships carrying contraband. 

But if the riot is long continued, the pressure 
of necessity will force citizens into the danger 
of the streets and the immediate suppression of 
the mob becomes the one urgent requisite of 
safety. In suppressing it no substitute can be 
found for the firmness that will not hesitate to 
make a show of force in extremity. Lawless psy- 
chology is such that any evidence of weakness 
and irresolution is fatal, particularly if the mob 
has already suspected weakness and has presumed 
on it. Arbitration has never been found very ef- 
fective in suppressing the wrong-headedness of 
furious rioters. 

The contrast between the Bryan position and 
the Wilson position is the contrast between tem- 
porizing and the reign of law and principle. If 
warnings to Americans not to embark on a ship 
under a belligerent flag did not absolve Germany 
from responsibility for their safety, how 
could it absolve. the American Government from 
its duty to protect them? It would only give 
Germany a chance to contend that that “strict ac- 
countability” for any future horrors caused by 
German lawlessness has been transferred from her 
to us. 

Mr. Bryan would add new obligations and 3 
caps to others from which neutrals suffer great 
hardships in time of war. By setting fresh prece- 
dents whose influence would last beyond the pres- 
ent war, he would establish a new law of the seas 
to supersede the ancient law. . 

But how long does he think it would be before 
this new law would have to give way to still 
newer law, should it be required by Germany's 
interests? ; 

Why forbid American citizens from traveling on 
merchant ships under belligerent flags, when 
they are not safe even on merchant ships under 
their own flag? The Nebraskan was attacked 
after Mr. Wilson had demanded reparation for the 
Lusitania’s American victims. 

Mr. Bryan does not see why Americans “should 
be permitted to involve their country in war” by 
adopting means of travel abroad which it is their 
right to adopt. Why should they be permitted to 
do any traveling at.all abroad, by any means of 
transit? Keep them at home. American ships 
carrying neutral goods are liable to involve the 
country in war by being torpedoed. Keen them 
at home, too, Some belligerents object to certain 
classes of American exports. Keep the exports 
at home, also. Get off the sea, wuspend trade, 
readjust domestic industry, to accommodate Ger- 
many. Revise the law to suit the act“ not regu- 
late the act to suit the law. 

American rights, opportunity, initiative, pres- 
tige, everything that enters into the concept of 
a self-respecting nation, would be sadly limited 
by this time, if this principle had been followed 
in the past, and without lessening materially the 
number of our wars, either. 

The impractical, inopportune Bryan note will 
bring little comfort to Berlin, which will be. 
reading Mr. Wilson’s own note tomorrow. But 
it will bring much comfort to the hyphenated 
group in this country which for weeks has clam- 
ored, in Germany’s justification, that Americans 
were obligated to do in the Lusitania’s case ex- 
actly what Mr. Bryan says they ought to be ob- 
ligated to do in all future cases.

Germany on Defensive. 

„Undismayed, and fighting against 
heavy odds with a magnificent courage 
and steadiness, Germany took up a seem- 
ingly impregnable position on the right 
hank of the Rhine and marshaled her 
forces for a strictly defensive campaign 
in 1916. Late in November of 1915, how- 
ever, when by common consent the 
warring hosts on the western battle lina 
had apparently settled down for a com- 
parative rest and recuperation during 
the winter months in a quasi-defensive, 
similar to that of 1915, Holland suddenly 
declaring war, intrenched herself heav- 
ily on the German border, and a vast 
allied reserve army, entering Holland 
by the Belgian-Dutch border, and by 
way of Rotterdam and Amsterdam, con- 
centrated to the east of the Rhine, drove 
down in a resistless offensive into West 
phalia, taking the German army in the 
right flank and rear, and captured the 
great centers of artillery and ammunl- 
tion supply in Essen and the surround- 
ing districts. 

“Germany, realizing that with the 
Krupp and other factories in the hands 
cf the enemy, the war must end auto. 
*‘natically, accepted the friendly offices 
of the Swiss Government and the peace 
conference opened at.

He then said: . 

„In the event of the probable defeat of 
our fleet, due to scattered forces and the 
overwhelming strength of the enemy, 
Germany would at once commence the 
invasion of our territory. And the 
question which I have been called here 
to answer is: What would be our 
chances of successfully resisting such an 
invasion and driving the enemy back to 
the sea? 

“We have at the present hour, within 
the Continental United States only about 
$0,000 men of the regular army, including 
mobile troops, cavalry, infantry and fleld 
artillery; and we have about 16,000 men

of the late war, where should we stand? 
It would be an optimistic forecast for 
me to say that we could concentrate 
these 90,000 men at any point on the At- 
lantic coast within 30 days of the dec- 
laration of war. And when the concen- 
tration had been made, the troops would 
be without properly trained artillery and 
cavalry organization, and without am- 
munition trains; they would be hastily 
organized and assembled for the first 
time in large bodies; they would be un- 
prepared to act effectively as an army; 
and should these troops be defeated, the 
country would have back of them prac- 
tically no reserve of men and supplies. 
There is a shortage of men and guns 
m the regular field artillery; we posses: 
less ‘than half the needed militia field 
batteries; and it would require tht de 
months of.training to render what we 
have efficient. , 

“Practically all of our coast fortifica- 
trons can be taken in reverse. Many of 
them today aro manned only by a few 
companies, and it would be possible for 
the enemy, by a night landing and sur- 
prise attack, to capture the fortifica- 
tions from the rear, thus rendering it 
pessible for the onemy's fleet to ente.
